U.S, FOOD PRODUCTIVITY — NEW WEAPON IN THE STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM 
"Food will win the war and write the peace." 


This statement from World War || may hold the key to the victory of free men over the Com- 
munist Empire within the next ten years. 


Such, at least, is the thinking of some men in Washington, D.C. And their plan stems from 
the experiences of the U.S., the U.S.S.R. and Red China in 1960, 


Soviet Agriculture Minister Vladimir V. Matskevich walked into his Moscow office one day 
_ : December to discover he had just been fired by his one-time friend and boss, Premier 
Khrushchev. 


Matskevich's Crime was written large across the broad Soviet landscape. As Agriculture 
Minister he had failed to meet food production quotas. As consumers called at stores across the 


nation asking for meat, milk, eggs and butter which Soviet farmers had not produced, Matskevich's 
fate was sealed, 


Radical Changes Made by Khrushchev 


After firing Matskevich, Khrushchev rushed to increase incentives to Soviet farmers. He 
formed a new All-Union Agency to speed the flow of fertilizers, pest control chemicals and farm 
machinery to farms as they ordered them, and to distribute farm products to consumer units. 
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But evidence was piling up that the Soviet's farm ills went deeper. For Communist China, 
as well, was having farm troubles which were not shared in the free world, 


Facing up to crop failures which brought starvation to millions of Chinese, Peiping ordered 
a drastic revision of the communes — once called the most advanced of Communistic social organi= 
zations. Peiping went on to hint at a purge of over 1,000,000 Communist Party members. In the 
wake of the crop failures of 1960, Peiping leaders even admitted that some 10 percent of China's 
600,000,000 population still was actively hostile to the Red regime. Actually there is good rea- 
son to believe that far more than ten percent of China's population is hostile to the regime but 
even ten percent is 60,000,000 people —a large enough base for a drive to overthrow the Red re- 
gime in China were this seriously undertaken. 


What these drastic changes and admissions disclosed was no less than a fatal flaw in the 
Communist economic system. For while Soviet and Red Chinese farm production lags, U.S. farm 


production continues to outpace demand and U.S, farmers' capability to produce food increases 
day-by-day. 


A Fatal Flaw in Marxism-Leninism 


What is the fatal flaw in the Communist system? Marxism-Leninists base their economy on 
creating heavy industry. Heavy industry builds the machine tools and production equipment to 
outfit factories and farms. In turn, use of this equipment boosts farm and factory output. This is 
the economic theory. 


While factories work this way, farms don't, And that is the flaw in Communist economy, 
They can build factories, set up production lines, man the lines and start to turn out manufactured 
products, Such manufacturing is an almost automatic process, In fact, both in the U.S, and 
U.S.S.R. it is now being automated. 


Agriculture, on the other hand, cannot move forward without the decisions of millions of 
individual farmers, Some run small, independent farms, Some have large family farms, Some run 
large, corporate farms, But all must be in close touch with local soil and weather conditions. 
They must know the agricultural practices best adapted to their immediate location, and have 
available the farm tools needed to spur production of their own crops, 


How A Free Society Does It 


In a free society, farmers make their individual decisions, order the fertilizers and other 
items they need, and market their products when and where consumers want them, The more pro= 
ductive farmers become, the more net income they make. Khrushchev's most recent orders indicate 
a step in this direction, but they don't go far enough. 


The United States and other free countries built their economies on the broad base of an 
efficient agriculture. President Lincoln 99 years ago started the Land Grant College system and 
the State Agricultural Experiment Stations to give individual farmers the knowledge they needed 
to surge ahead. As farming became more efficient, farm people moved to cities, built and ran 
factories, On top of the world's most efficient agricultural economy, they built the world's most 
productive industrial system. 


How does this fact give the free world a weapon with which to defeat the Communist Empire? 


Seizing on these facts, some men in Washington now figure that... . 


1. Food production is one area in which Communist countries have a steady record of failure 
and in which the U.S, has had phenomenal successes; 


2. Food is essential to human life, health and happiness and is the basis for building a 
peaceful world, but missiles which hit the moon are not essential to a starving world; 
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3. A program of offering the secret of our abundant food production to our friends in Latin 
America, Asia and Africa could be the dramatic move needed to swing them into full support of 
our side in the world wide struggle against Communism, 


Small Scale Program Already Underway 


The free world already is moving ahead along these lines. The triumph of American agriculture 
will be displayed at an international agricultural fair in Cairo in March and April, Much more may 


be ahead. 


Some in Washington are promising a series of regional conferences; first with Latin America, 
then with Asians and Africans. The aims: to assess their current and future food needs, provide 
foods from our surplus to aid on a temporary basis, and set up a long-range program to give our 
friends the know-how and to make available through commercial channels the farm tools they need 
to boost their own farm production. 


They argue that nothing is as persuasive as success, and American food production is the most 
successful in the history of mankind, 


NEW YOUTH ORGANIZATION FORMED TO PROMOTE PEACEFUL 
COEXISTENCE AND FIGHT MILITARY SERVICE 


Watch for the formation of new "youth clubs" in your community, According to "The Worker" 
(January 8), 86 young people from ten states gathered in Chicago over the New Year weekend to 
organize a new youth group. 


It's objectives are to "strengthen peaceful coexistence," to "free youth from the burdens of 
military service" and to fight "for peace." The new organization also will get involved in racial 
issues, the need for job training and jobs for youth, and the need for better education, 


While claiming to be non-Communist, the organization follows the pattern urged for a new 
youth organization put forth by Dan Ross in "Political Affairs" (August 1960). Ross called for more 


Communist activity among working youth, teen-agers who are not going to college and among 
Negro teenagers. 


He noted the difficulties of getting these sections of youth into motion, but pointed out that 
a movement was starting among college youth, and that college youth could "be a big lever in 
moving other sections of the youth who will be influenced by their example." 


Hoover Calls New Group "Communist Dominated" 

Inasmuch as the new youth group is Communist dominated, as F,B.1, Director J, Edgar Hoover 
has stated, you can expect to see it and its members in the midst of many pro-Communist activities 
on college campuses, and in key metropolitan areas within the year. 


U.S, —U.S.S.R, CULTURAL EXCHANGE MOVES AHEAD 


Within a few months eight communities in the United States will have a chance to see one or 
more of three touring exhibitions sent here from the Soviet Union. 


The Soviet exhibitions will be on children's books and illustrations, medicine and medical 
services, and children's artistic and technical work. 


They come under an agreement made by the U.S. State Department. In exchange the U.S. 
will send three touring exhibits to the Soviet Union. The U.S, exhibits will be on the plastics 
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industry, the transportation industry, and medicine and medical services, The U.S. exhibits 
likewise will be seen in several Soviet cities. 


For example, the plastics exhibition will go to Kiev, Moscow and Tbilisi; the transportation 
exhibit will go to Moscow, Stalingrad, and Odessa; and the medicine exhibit will go to Moscow, 
Kiev and Tashkent. 


Route of Soviet Exhibits 


On the Soviet side, the children's book exhibit will open in New York, move to Cleveland 
and on to Denver; the medicine exhibit will go to Oklahoma City, Chicago and Minneapolis; and 
the children's artistic exhibit will open in Brooklyn, then move to Minneapolis and on to 
Washington, D.C, 


Significantly, the Soviets are sending two exhibitions which appeal to children, to mothers, 
and to teachers, The other, undoubtedly, will show how generously the Soviet Government pro- 
vides all medical services free of charge to all Soviet citizens, particularly the aged. 


We can expect local activity stirred up around these exhibitions by Communist Party members 
and others who feel that the free Soviet medical services and the Soviet handling of children are 
superior to practices in the United States, 


We can also expect that whatever publicity is given to the U.S, exhibitions in the Soviet 
Union will be controlled completely by Communist Party officials and publicists, 


On balance, Soviet citizens will learn a little about our plastics and transportation industries 
— industries in which the Soviets lag and have much to learn from the U.S, — and about our medical 
services for which we have to pay while they get theirs free. 


Future Exchanges Include Labor and Youth 


Among exchanges set for the future is the World Youth Forum in Moscow in July 1961. Its 
alleged purposes include working for peaceful coexistence, struggling against colonialism and 
imperialism, working for disarmament, and fighting for the rights of young people in society. Also 
sought by Moscow are more exchanges of labor groups. 


One might wonder how the United States and the free world benefits from such exchanges, 
whose purpose appears to be to further "sell" the Moscow Communist foreign policy to more and 
more adults and youth of the free world. 

ATTEMPTS TO ABOLISH THE HOUSE UN=AMERICAN ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE GAINING 
"Teachers in Arlington, Va. Split On Showing of Film of Student Riots in San Francisco." 
"Student Editorial in Brigeport Urges Abolition of Un-American Activities Committee," 
"Abolition Rally in Capital Hits Un-Americans." 


These headlines and stories underscore the growing movement among students to curtail or 
scuttle Federal efforts to expose Communists to public view. 


Many non=Communists are involved. Many students appear to believe they are crusading for 
a worthwhile cause. All their efforts are encouraged and supported by the Communist Party. Abo- 
lition of the House Un-American Activities Committee has long been a major goal of U.S. Reds. 


Pattern of Attack 


The pattern of attack is a familiar one of rallies; inflamatory, emotional speeches; demon- 
strations which are given widespread publicity; and petitions signed by "leaders" — who list them- 
selves as lawyers, clergymen, college professors, scientists, civil liberties champions, labor 
officials, writers, farmers, businessmen, and doctors. 


The student demonstration in Washington, D.C., on the eve of the opening of the 87th 
Congress was a master-stroke of propaganda promoted by Communist-dominated groups set up to 
abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee. 


"National Guardian" (January 9) reported that over 350 “students-and adults" from all over 
the country put on a day of picketing; they visited Congressmen, and ended the day with a mass 
meeting at a local church where they called for abolition of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee. (Editor's Note: The actual number of anti-HUAC pickets was closer to 200. Over 
300 young people from a number of youth organizations demonstrated for HUAC and agaist the 
pickets .) 

The line of argument taken by the anti-HUAC pickets was that "Nazis support the House 
Un-American Activities Committee;" that the Committee has harassed American citizens, discouraged 
cultural contacts with other countries of the world, discouraged students from studying in certain 
countries abroad, undermined individual freedom, and weakened America. 


Abolition Spokesmen Disclose Techniques 


Spokesmen for the "abolition" group made a big point of the fact that "it becomes increasingly 
difficult for the defenders of the House Un-American Activities Committee to label us as Reds, to 
separate us from our democratic heritage, to imply that we are Un-American and disloyal." 


Like the warriors of barbaric times, it appears that Communists are pushing children ahead of 


them on the battle field in order to stop or deflect the arrows which the defenders could send against 
them, 


And note this point: very few people are involved. Some 350 demonstrators in Washington, 
D.C.; about 350 signers of a petition; a few students on a few college and high school campuses 
around the country. 


But don't discount the effectiveness of this small number of people. They are making it appear 
as if they are the voice of all the people. They are contacting Congressmen, They are making 


demonstrations and presenting their point of view to the public at large. They have little vocal 
opposition, and this alone — the lack of opposition — is their greatest hope for success, 


COMMUNIST PARTIES' APPEAL—A MAJOR THREAT TO FREE MEN 
Eighty-one Marxist-Leninist Parties, led by that of the Soviet Union, signed a statement of 
policy December 5, 1960, and issued an “Appeal to the Peoples of the World," 


In the "Appeal" are the seeds of Communist world victory within our time, and the guide- 
lines for action we must take if Communist dreams of victory are to turn to ashes. 


First, Communists identify themselves as leaders of peoples who seek peace. 


“We Communists are fighting for peace, for universal security, for conditions in which all 
men and all peoples will enjoy peace and freedom," 
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For the present, they embrace “peaceful coexistence." 


“In our epoch the peoples and states have but one choice: peaceful coexistence and com- 
petition of socialism and capitalism, or nuclear war of extermination. There is no other way." 


(Note the term, "in our epoch." Lenin counseled that Communists must follow a policy of 


"peaceful coexistence" with capitalist countries until the Communists are strong enough to defeat 
the capitalists. This condition would open a new “epoch. ") 


Reds Claim They Prove Peaceful Intent 


Communists admit that all governments speak of peace, but only they act to prove it, by... 
proposing universal disarmament, by opposing military bases of foreign territory, by seeking to 
liquidate all military pacts, by seeking to force the United States military forces out of Formosa. 
Meanwhile, the United States proves she is for war because she opposes all these "peaceful" 
proposals, 
What Communists Want Others To Do For Them 
What do the Communist leaders want other people to do? 
First — Fight for an easing of international tensions and for peaceful coexistence; 


Second — Prevent further stockpiling of nuclear weapons; 


Third — Demand the conclusion of a peace treaty with East and West Germany and conversion 
of West Berlin into a "demilitarized free city;" 




















Fourth Combat attempts "by the imperialist countries" to involve new countries in the 
cold war; 





Fifth — Demand abolition of foreign military bases, the withdrawal of foreign troops from 
other countries, and prohibition of new bases, Also, work for nuclear-free zones in Asia and 
Europe; 


Sixth— Above all else, demand the immediate conclusion of a treaty on general, complete 
and controlled disarmament. 


In order to accomplish these goals, Communists call upon all men, women and young people, 
on people of all trades and walks of life, on all people, irrespective of religious creed, of na- 
tionality, or race, on all who love their country and hate war. 

"In our epoch the peace forces are superior to the forces of war," say the Communists. 


"Peace will triumph over war." 





What would be the practical results of these acts? If they succeed, a majority of peoples of 
the world will be following Moscow leadership and struggling against the United States. Moreover, 
if they succeed, West Berlin as a bastion of freedom would fall behind the Iron Curtain and become 
a new Communist captive; the U.S, shorn of its military bases overseas and its pacts with friendly 
countries would be unable to oppose rapid expansion of Communist domination, Again, if all this 
takes place, Moscow Communists will dictate a Communist "peace" to the world, The bloody 
stories of the Soviet Union, Red China, Hungary, and Cuba will be repeated even in the United 
States, 








STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


WHAT'S AHEAD FOR 1970? Soviet scholar, E. M. Zhukov, writes in "Workers Affairs" 
(January 4, 1961) that by 1970 he foresees the end of colonialism, the achievement of full and 
universal disarmament, a Soviet Union which outproduces the United States in total volume of 
farm and factory products, and the resolution of the chief world problems in favor of the 
Communists. 


A SUMMIT MEETING IN MARCH OR APRIL? Premier Nikita Khrushchev indicates he 
would like such a meeting with President John F, Kennedy at the United Nations, The informal 
agenda undoubtedly would include Laos, West Berlin, admission of Red China to the UN, and the _ 
Soviets' top priority project — universal disarmament. Significantly, The Committee of One Mil- 
lion Against the Admission of Communist China to the United Nations is now circulating a speech 
made by Secretary of State Dean Rusk in 1951 in which he said, "In the Communist world there is 
room for only one master —a jealous and implacable master whose price of friendship is complete 
submission." 


MAN BEHIND THE SANTA MARIA PIRACY now appears to be Gen, Alberto Bayo, who 
trained Fidel Castro's henchmen in guerrilla warfare, and who now is leading a revolutionary 
movement against Spain and Portugal. Bayo, as "Freedom's Facts" has reported, is an ex=Loyalist 
Spanish officer. He has been living in exile in Latin America, Nunez Jimenez, Fidel Castro's 
chief of agrarian reform and the man who called 1961 Cuba's "Year of the Execution Wall," is 
reported to be the Cuban delegate to the Committee for a Spanish Army of Liberation, the name of 
the group behind the high=seas capture of the Santa Maria. The group plans mass strikes in Spain 
as well as guerrilla warfare as means for turning Spain and Portugal over to the Communists. 


COMMUNISTS REFUSE TO ALLOW A CHURCH CONGRESS IN WEST BERLIN. The 
Communists running East Berlin have refused a request to permit the holding by the Evangelical 
Church of Germany of a church congress in West Berlin. The Reds called the Evangelical Church 
a "militarized church," which favors the foreign and domestic policies of West Germany. 


LETTERS FROM CZECHOSLOVAKIA disclose a recent wave of arrests of young people 
for allegedly planning a Sokol Olympics for some future time when Czechoslovakia is free again. 
They were sentenced to four years in prison, Also, a note on Communist elections: In 
Czechoslovakia, all people were ordered to vote; inhabitants of apartment houses, workers in 
offices and factories marched to the polling place with the band playing; everybody picked 
up the ballot and without looking at it, thrust it into the box, Officials came to the homes 
of sick people who had to throw their vote into a box. The returns were almost 99.9 percent 
for the Communist regime, And, —a plea from one Czech patriot — "You have no idea how greatly 
we value the U.S, postage stamp honoring Masaryk. We plead with you: help us oftener, we 
need your moral help desperately if we are to keep faith alive." 


SYRIAN NATIONAL FRONT has been formed to seek independence of Syria from Egypt 
and thus break up the United Arab Republic. Behind this move is the Communist Party of Syria, 
a force which favored union of Syria and Egypt to form the UAR several years ago. The aim as 
"Freedom's Facts" foretold some months ago — is to weaken the power of UAR President Gamal 
Nasser in the Middle East. While playing footsies with Communist penetration of Africa, Nasar 
has followed a strongly nationalistic, anti-Communist policy inside Egypt and Syria. 


EXPECT MORE COMMUNIST ACTIVITY IN GREECE, says Greek Interior Secretary 
Kalatzis. Communists will try in 1961 to disrupt political stability and social peace in the 
country in an attempt to prevent improvements in the Greek standard of living.
